Sow revival 
and you can get revival. Sow a 
sinner’s salvation with tears and 
the Word of God, and it will come 
that way. That is what Psalm 126: 
5 says about this matter: “They 
that sow in tears shall reap in 
joy.” As certain the sowing, just 
so certain the reaping. As cer- 
tain as the tears water your mes- 


ners. “They that sow in tears shall 
reap in joy...” 

Dr. L. R. Scarborough down in 
Texas used to say, “No sowing, 
no reaping; no reaping no rejoic- 
ing.””

Didn’t you ever read what Jesus 
said in Luke 14:23, “Go out into 
the highways and hedges, and 
compel them to come in’? Didn't 
you ever read in the third chap- 
ter of Matthew where John the 
Baptist said about a tree that 
brought forth no fruit, ‘We have 
come these three years seeking 
fruit and found none. Cut it down; 
why cumbereth it. the ground?’ 
Where did you ever get ithe idea 
that God did not expect a Chris- 
tian to get some results? 


You remember it was said about 
Paul and Barnabas that in Iconi- 
um ‘they “so spake” that a great 
multitude believed. It was- not 
just that they spake. It was that 
they SO spake—they spake in 
such a manner that God’s power 
was on them and a multitude got 
saved. You need not put all that 
on God; God is already ready to 
do His part. When men do the 
part God has assigned to them, 
God does the rest of it. “If my 
people, which are called by my 
name...” The if is on the people 
of God. 

Now, let’s see what it is God’s 
people need to do for a revival? 
“If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves...”” “Oh,” you say, “I am 
humble.”’ No, we are not humble; 
we are a proud and haughty 
crowd, Everybody is so proud of 
his denomination. Everybody is so 


proud of his doctrine, so proud. 


of his orthodoxy. We are so proud 
of our sanctification and separa- 
tion. We are so proud of what 
We have, nice church buildings 
and fine preachers with de- 
grees. We ‘have everything in 
our churches, don’t we?—every- 


thing but God. We have every- 
thing but the thing that counts 
the most. We have papers. We 
have radio broadcasts. We have 
learned preachers. We have beau- 
tiful-voiced singers. We have 
everything. these days but the 
power of God. O God, let us be 
humble and broken over our fail- 
ure to have God’s blessing! 

You can say what you want 
to, but if you read the book of 
Acts with a broken and hungry 
heart you will see that some way 
or other people these days—at 
least most of us—do not have 
what they had back there. I am 
not talking about salvation; but, 
oh, if anything is clear, God ex- 
pects us to weep with New Testa- 
ment burden and have New Testa- 
ment power and results. We have 
enough to break anybody’s heart 
who cares. 

I find people all the time who 
have loved ones unsaved. I have 
not asked this crowd—this nice 
crowd gathered in Victory Center 
here in Chicago. I have not asked 
how many of you have unsaved 
loved ones, but I dare say that 
at least one haif—maybe more 
than one half—of you have some- 
body who is intimately near <and 
dear who is yet unconverted. Yet 
you never miss a meal to weep; 
you never stay awake at night and 
water your pillow with your tears. 
You have no sense of sin, no con- 
trition, no waiting on God. We 
are a proud and haughty bunch. 
I wonder that God does not send 
us all to Hell! It is just His mercy 
that He does not. We are so 
proud! “A broken and contrite 
heart, O God, thou wilt not de- 
spise”’ (Psa. 51:17). We need to 
learn that.

Criminals?

A friend from Géorgia writes: 
“Brother Rice, where do courts 
come in in the New Testament? If 
a criminal] asked us to forgive him, 
I know we should. But should we 
carry it on to court for the sake 
of society?” 


The Editor Answers 
February 25, 1953 
Dear Mr. N——-: 

If a criminal asked you to for- 
give him for a personal wrong 
against you, then of course you 
should personally forgive him. 
But if the law has promised him 
punishment, then the law should 
be enforced and punishment given. 
That is the way God does. God 
forgave David for his sin with 
Bath-Sheba, but the punishment 
still came. Good Christians ought 
to see that the law is enforced 
and that sin is punished. And that 
is not a matter of hate or vindic- 
tiveness nor unforgiveness. It is a 
matter of right and wrong. Every 
Christian who serves as a judge 
or a juryman or as a police officer 
should carry love and forgiveness 
in his heart but should obey God 
and the law in bringing sinners to 
Judgment and so stopping crime. 

If I promised one of my girls 
that 1 would whip her if she did a 
certain thing, then I must keep my 
word. I must be honest as well as 
loving. Certainly I ought to love 
my children and forgive them, but 
I must punish them so they will 
quit their sins.

“But now being made free from 
sin, and become servants to God, 
ye have your fruit unto holiness, 
and the end everlasting life.” 


The great secret of blessedness 
and power is found in these verses. 
“Yield yourselves unto God’ — 
the whole secret is found in those 
words. The word translated 
“yield” in the A.V. is rendered 
“present” in the R. V. It means, 
to put at one’s disposal. “Put 
yourselves at God’s disposal’ is 
the thought. In other words, sur- 
render yourselves absolutely to 
God, to be His property, for Him 
to do with you what He will, and 
use you as He will. That is the 
wisest thing anyone can do with 
himself. By that act he has se- 
cured all the blessedness that is 
possible to man, and day by day, 
and year by year, it will be be- 
stowed upon him in ever-increas- 
ing measure, 

If anyone asks, “What is the 
one thing for me to do if I wish 
to know all that God has for 
me?,” the answer is very simple. 
Surrender absolutely to God; say 
to Him, “Heavenly Father, hence- 
forth I have no will of my own; 
Thy will be done in me, through 
me, by me, and regarding me, in 
all things. I put myself unreserv- 
edly in Thy hands; new do with 
me just what Thou wilt.” When 
one does that, God, who is in- 
finite love, and infinite wisdom, 
and infinite power, does the very 
best thing with that one. We may 
not see at once that it is the best 
thing, but it is, and sooner or later 
it will be seen. Sooner or later 
God floods the heart of him who 
surrenders absolutely to Him with 
light, and joy, and fills his life 
with power. Absolute surrender to 
God is the secret of blessedness 
and “power. ‘Let us look at some of 
the things that are definitely said 
in the Bible to come from abso- 
lute surrender. 

1. The first of these you wili 
find in John 7:17, R.V.: 


“If any man willeth to do his 
will, he shall know of the teach- 
mg... .” 

Knowledge of the truth comes 
with the surrender of the will. 
Nothing so clears the spiritual 
vision as surrender to the will 
of God. “God is light, and in him 
is no darkness at all’”’ (I John 1:5). 
Surrender to Him opens our eyes 
to the light which He Himself is. 
It brings us at once into harmony 
with all truth. Nothing so blinds 
the spiritual vision as self-will or 
sin. I have seen questions which 
bothered men for years solved in 
a very short ‘time when those men 
simply surrendered to God. What 
was dark as night before has be- 
come as light as day. 

An unsurrendered will lies back 
of almost all the skepticism in the 
world. Oh you who are filled with 
doubts and questions, would you 
have certainty instead of doubt? 
Yield yourselves to God. Oh you 
who are floundering in the mire, 
would you get your feet on the 
solid rock? Yield yourselves to 
God. Oh you who ave trying to 
feel your way in the dark, would 
you see your path plain before 
you? Yield yourselves to God. The 
greatest truths, the truths of most 
significance for time and for eter- 
nity, cannot be learned by mere 
investigation and study. They 
cannot be reasoned out. They must 
be seen. The only one who can see 
them is the one whose eye is 
cleared by absolute surrender to 
God. “If therefore thine eye be 
single,’ says Jesus, “thy whole 


‘| body shall be full of light. But if 


thine eye be evil, thy whole body 


shall 


“Power belongeth unto God,” but there is one condition 
upon which that power is bestowed upon us. That condition 
is absolute surrender to Him. In Romans 6:13, we read, 


“Netther yield ye your members as instruments of un- 
righteousness unto sin: but yield yourselves unto God, as 
those that are alive from the dead, and your members as 
instruments of righteousness unto God.” 


(Matt. 6:22,23). A © surrendered 
life and will is the secret of light 
and knowledge. Many a man has 
confided to me how he was wan- 
dering in the dark, not knowing 
what he believed, and not quite 
sure if he believed anything. To 
such I have put the. questions: 
“Will you surrender your will to 
God? Will you give yourself up to 


with you?” And not a single one 
who has done it but has soon said, 
“My doubts are gone, my wuncer- 
tainties have gone, my darkness 
is gone. It is all light now.” 

2. The next result of a surren- 
dered will and life is power in 
prayer. The greatest secret of pre- 
vailing prayer is that which John 
records from his own joyous ex- 
perience in I John 3:22, 

“And whatsoever we ask, we re- 
ceive of him, because we keep his 


commandments, and do those 
things that are pleasing in his 
sight.” 


Dr. R. A. Torrey 


Just note those wonderful words 
“whatsoever we ask, we receive of 
him.” Think of it! not one prayer, 
great or small, that fails to get 
what is sought. Then note the 
reason: “Because we keep his 
commandments, and do _ those 
things that are pleasing in his 
sight. A life entirely surrendered 
to the doing of God’s will as re- 
vealed in His Word, and to doing 
the things that are pleasing in His 
sight; a life wholly surrendered to 
God’s will and pleasure, a life 
wholly at God’s disposal, this is 
the secret of prevailing prayer. 

Do you ask why you do not get 
what you ask, why you cannot 
say like John: ‘“Whatsoever I ask 
I get’? It is not because he 
was an apostle and you are 
just an everyday Christian. It 
was because he could say, “I 
keep his commandments, and do 
those things [and them only] 
which are pleasing in his sight,” 
and you can’t say that. It was be- 
cause his life was entirely sur- 
rendered to God, and yours isn’t. 
There are many people greatly 
puzzled because their prayers 
never seem to reach the ear of 
God, but fall back powerless to 
the earth. There is no mystery 
about it. It is because you have 
not met the one great fundamen- 


—a surrendered will, a surren- 
dered life. It is when we make 
God’s will ours that: He makes our 
wills His. “Delight thyself also in 
the Lord; and he shall give thee 
the desires of thine heart” (Psa. 
37:4). Jesus said to the Father, 
“Thou hearest me always” (John 
11:42). But why? “Oh,” you Say, 
“because He was His only begot-

God, for Him to do what He will | 


Jesus could say, “I came down 
from heaven, not to do mine own 
will, but the will of him that sent 
me” (John 6:38); and again, “My 
meat is to do the will of him that 
sent me” (John 4:34); and again, 
“Lo, I come ... to do thy will, O 
God” (Heb. 10:7). 


A surrendered will and a sur- 
rendered life is the great secret 
of prevailing prayer. George Muel- 
ler, perhaps, stands out as the one 
man of our generation who, above 
all others, has wrought things by 
prayer. Why? Because many years 
ago he set out to be and do just 
what God would have him to be 
and do, and to daily and deeply 
ponder God’s Word, that he might 
know His will. He yielded himself 
to God. There is not one of us who 
cannot become a mighty prince of 
God if we will do the same thing. 

3. The next result of a surren- 
dered will is a heart overflowing 
with joy. In the face of awful 
trial and agony through which He 
was to pass, Jesus said to His 
disciples: 

“If ye keep my commandments, 
ye shall abide in my love; even 
as I have kept my Father’s com- 
mandments, and abide in his love. 
These things have I spoken unto 
you, that my joy may be in you, 
and that your joy may be full.’”— 
John 15:10, 11, R.V. 

Jesus had found joy in keeping 
His Father’s commandments, by 
complete surrender to His will, and 
now, if they would follow on in 
that path, His joy would be in 
them, and their joy would be “ful- 
filled,” or filled full. This is the 


tal condition of prevailing prayer |. 


only way to find fullness of joy— 
complete, unconditional surrender 
'to God. “Yield yourselves unto 
'God.” There is no very great 
measure of ‘joy in a half-hearted 
Christian life. Many so-called 
'Christians have just enough re- 


| ligion to make them miserable. 
|They can no longer enjoy the 
_world, and they have not entered 
into the “joy of the Lord.” There 
‘they stand, deprived of the “leeks 
'and the onions and the garlic” of 
| Egypt, and without the milk and 
honey and the finest of the wheat 
of Canaan. That is a wretched 
place to be in. The way out is 
simple, absolute surrender to God. 
Then your joy will be fulfilled. 


I have known so many who 
have entered into this fullness of 
joy. Sometimes it has been after 
a great struggle. They were so 
afraid to yield absolutely to God, 
so afraid to say: “O God, I put 


myself unreservedly into thy 
hands: do with me what you 
please.” They were afraid God 


would ask some hard thing, afraid 
God might whisper “China,” “In- 
dia,” or “Africa,” and sometimes 
He has. Sometimes there has been 
what to the world seemed great 
sacrifice, the giving up of cher- 
ished ambitions, the giving up of 
those dearly loved, the giving up 
of very much money, perhaps all 
one had. But there has been joy, 
joy “fulfilled,” joy filled full. 

In one case I have in mind there 
was great pain, as one lay upon 
his back with a broken leg in a 
cast, but there was joy, such over- 
flowing joy that the sufferer lay 
there with dancing eyes and radi- 
ant face and throbbing heart 
shouting, Glory, glory, glory!” 

There is but one way to find 
that fullness of joy—a surrendered 
life. A will and life completely 
surrendered to the God of love 
will bring joy under all circum- 
‘stances. In the olden days one who 
was thus surrendered to God was 
led out to be burned at the stake, 
and he threw his arms around the 
stake and cried out, “Welcome, 
cross of Christ! Welcome eternal 
life!” 

4. The next result of a surren- 
dered life is Christ manifesting 
Himself to us. On the night in 
which Jesus was betrayed, He said 
to His disciples: 

“He that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he it is 
that loveth me: and he that loveth 
me shall be loved of my Father, 
and I will love him, and will mani- 
fest myself to him.”—John 14:21 

A surrender of self to Christ 
brings Christ to us. The full mani- 
festation of Jesus lies, it is true, 
in that future glad day when “the 
Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the 
voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God...” (I Thess. 
4:16). But there is a present mani- 
festation of Jesus to us now, when 
the Son and the Father come unto 
us and make their abode with us 


(John 14:23). He will manifest 
Himself unto us. “I don't know 
what that means,” some will say. 
Have you yielded yourself to Him, 
are you keeping His command- 
ments, not asking which command- 
ment is great and which is small, 
which is important and which 
is unimportant, but only ask- 
ing which commandment is His, 
and keeping that? If you are, you 
will know what it is to have Him 
manifest Himself unto you, and 
that is joy. We are told in one 
place, “Then were the disciples 
glad, when they saw the Lord” 
(John 20:20). You will be glad, 
when you see the Lord, and you 
will see Him when you go to Him 
and say: “I surrender my tife ab- 
solutely to Thee; now show me 
Thyself.” 


5. One more result of the sur- 
rendered will and life. Peter tells 
it in Acts 5:32,

hath given to them that 
him.” 


The surrendered will and life is 
the great secret of receiving the 
Holy Ghost. All turns upon this. 
We may deal with individual sins, 
and we may cry to God for the 
filling of the Holy Ghost, but un- 
less there is total- surrender to 
God at the center of our being, 
unless we yield ourselves to God, 
nothing is likely to come of it. 
Oh, how many have longed, and 
prayed, and agonized that the 
Holy Spirit might come upon 
them, but He came not. There 
was no complete surrender, there 
was no yielding of self to God. 
And then they have yielded them- 
selves to God. They have bowed 
their faces and said: “O God, I 
yield, I give myself up utterly to 
Thee. I place myself unreservedly 
at Thy disposal. I hold nothing 
back, and I hold back from noth- 
ing that Thou biddest,” and, as 
they have bowed, the Holy Ghost 
has fallen upon them.

tists. One woman cancelled her 
subscription because we do not 
believe in baptismal regeneration. 
Several socialists and pro-com- 
munists have stopped THE Sworp 
OF THE Lorp because of our plain 
position on these matters. So we 
do not expect you to write us a 
letter if you are against Christ 
and the Bible, against salvation by 
the blood of Christ; if you are 
against holy living, if you are 
against Bible preaching. 


But—if you are for us, why 
shouldn’t you say so? 


The Bible Teaches a Clear 
Duty Here for Sword 
Readers 

I believe the following are 
strong Bible reasons why Chris- 
tians who read THE SWORD OF THE 
LorD should write to us. 

1. The Scripture says, “Bear 
ye one another’s burdens, and so 
fulfil the law of Christ” (Gal. 6: 
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2). If you are interested in the 
work of evangelism, the work of 
spreading the Gospel around the 
globe, interested in the defense of 
the faith, interested in great Bible 
preaching such as we publish, then 
why shouldn’t you write and en- 
courage us and help us? 

2. The Scripture says, “Let him 
that is taught in the word com- 
municate unto him that teacheth 
in all good things” (Gal.

“he that ploweth should plow in 
hope; and that he that thresheth 
in hope should be partaker of his 
hope.” He reminded the people 
at Corinth that the priests and 
Levites “which minister about 
holy things live of the things of 
the temple. ..and they which wait 
at the altar are partakers with 
the altar.” If we have an obliga- 
tion to write for you and be con- 
cerned about you and help you, 
then readers of THE SWORD OF THE 
Lorp have an obligation to write 
us, to share with us, to let us 
have the benefit of your help in 
material things. You ought to 
send offerings for the work and 
help us to get out the Gospel, 
if ‘you have been blessed by THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD. 

4. Paul wrote to tthe church at 
Rome by divine inspiration, “I 
commend unto you Phebe our sis- 
ter, which is a servant of the 
church which is at Cenchrea: 
That ye receive her in the Lord, 
as becometh saints, and that ye 
assist her in whatsoever business 
she hath need of you: for she hath 
been a succourer of many, and of 
myself also” (Rom. 16:1, 2). Here 
Paul says that this godly woman 
who had been a deaconness or

The Unpardonable Sin

another occasion He said, “Ye will 
not come to me, that ye might 
have life’ (John 5:40). He here 
uses the present tense indicating 
continued, persistent rejection. 
Finally He said, “Ye shall die in 
your sins: whither I go, ye can- 
not come” (John 8:21). 

Mark the course of their un-| 
belief. First, they would not come 
—past rejection. Then “ye will 
not come’’—present, repeated re- 
jection. Then, when they had 
passed the hidden deadline be- 
tween God’s mercy and His wrath, 
Jesus pronounced their eternal 
doom in these words, “Whither I 
go, ye cannot come,” and left these 
men to judgment. 

We see therefore that the unpar- 
donable sin is the deliberate, will- 
ful, and final rejection of Christ 
until there comes a time when the 
Spirit of God ceases to strive, 
the offer of mercy and forgiveness 
is withdrawn, and a sinner is left 
to his eternal doom. 

Keep in mind, friends, that there 
is only one sin God will not for- 
give, only one unpardonable sin. 
And since we know that those 
who definitély and finally reject 
Jesus Christ will never be forgiven, 
therefore the unpardonable sin of 
the Jewish leaders was their de- 
termined rejection of Christ. 

Since this is so, it is reasonable 
to believe that the Bible will else- 
where declare it. If a man can 
come to the place where he can- 
not be saved; if there is a dead- 
line beyond which a man is lost 
beyond recall, surely the Scrip- 
tures will plainly mention this 
alarming fact. And that is exactly 
what we find. The unpardonable 
sin is not mentioned in one pas- 
sage only. All along the corridor 
of human history God has hung 
up red danger signals, telling us 
of a law, inexorable in its work- 
ing, whereby we can Keep saying 
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“Everything has been on a miracle

no to God until we lose the power 
to say yes. 

In Genesis 6:3 we read, “And the 
Lord said, My spirit shall not al- 
ways strive with man.” What hap- 
pened? When ‘God withdrew His 
Spirit from the antediluvians they 
rushed headlong and unrestrained 
into moral corruption and all 
were destroyed in the judgment 
of the flood. God is the same to- 
day as yesterday. My friends, 
what folly for unsaved men to 
think that God will stand for- 
ever pleading at their doorstep! 
One day they will find Him gone. 


In Proverbs 1:24-31 we read, 

“Because I have called, and ye 
refused; I have stretched out my 
hand, and no man regarded; But 
ye have set at nought all my 
council, and would none of my re- 
proof: I also will laugh at your 
calamity; I will mock when your 


fear cometh; When your fear 
cometh as desolation, and your 
destruction cometh as a whirl- 


wind; when distress and anguish 
cometh upon you. Then shall they 
call upon me, but I will not an- 
swer; they shall seek me early, 
but they shall not find me: For 
that they hated knowledge, and 
did not choose the fear of the 
Lord: They would none of my 
councel: they despised all my re- 
proof. Therefore shall they eat of 
the fruit of their own way, and 
be filled with their own devices.” 


This solemn passage needs no 
explanation. It explains itself, 
Those who say to God’s Spirit 
“Go,” will one day find Him gone. 

We find this same truth in Ho- 
sea 4:17, “Ephraim is joined to 
idols: let him alone.”. God does all 
He can to wean men away from 
their idols, but when He sees a 
man is determined to hug his sin, 
He leaves him alone with his sin 
to reap its awful harvest. 

In Luke 19:41,42 we have 
Christ’s lament over a city: “And 
when he was come near, he beheld 
the city, and wept over it, Say- 
ing, If thou hadst known, even 
thou, at least in this thy day, 
the things which belong unto thy 
peace! but now they are hid from 
thine eyes.” i 

How clear the meaning. They 
had their day of opportunity 
with Christ in their midst. He of- 
fered them salvation but they re- 
fused it, with the result that the 
offer of peace was withdrawn and 
the city was left to the doom of 
the Roman invasion. 

In the clearest language pos- 
sible in John 12:36-39 we are once 
again told that the damning sin 
of the Pharisees was continued 
unbelief: “These things spake 
Jesus and departed, and did hide 
himself from them. But though he 
had done so many miracles before 
them, yet they believed not on 
him... Therefore they could not 
believe.” 

Language could not put it more 
plainly. At first they would not 
believe, then, as a result, they 
could not believe. By the way of 
would not, they carte to the place 
of could not, and when they had 
passed the point where they could 
not believe, Christ withdrew from 
them and left them to judgment. 

Look also at II Thessalonians 
2:10-12, “Because they received 
not the love of the truth, that 
they might be saved. And for this 
cause God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe 


a lie: That they all might be 


damned who believed not the 
truth, but had pleasure in unright- 
eousness.” 

Here we are told that men who 
would not believe the truth were 
given over by God to believing 
a lie. It is a principle as inexor- 
able as any law in the universe, 
that, as nature abhors a vacuum, 
so the human mind must believe 
something. Thus if they won't be- 
lieve the truth, they come to be- 
lieve error. Most of those in our 
midst following false religions to- 
day once heard the truth but re- 
fused it. So now they walk in 
darkness though they know it not. 
They call light darkness, and 
darkness light. And “if the light 
that is in them be darkness, how 
great is that darkness?” 

In the first chapter of Romans 
Paul also lifts up the red lantern 
of warning and tells us three 
times of men whom God gave up 
to judgment: 

“Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as 
God... Wherefore God also gave 
them up...” (Rom. 1:21, 24). 
“Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and 
served the creature more than the 
Creator... For this cause God 
gave them up...” (Rom. 1:25, 26). 
“And even as they did not like 
to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a repro- 
bate mind” (Rom. 1:28). 

This is simply history repeating 
itself: As God gave up the 
antediluvian world to judgment; 
as God left Ephraim alone; as 
Christ turned His back on the un- 
believing Jews, so with the Gen- 
tile unbelievers who despise the 
light—God gives them over to 
darkness and to doom. 


We. see, therefore, from these 
scriptures that the unpardonable 
Sin is that sin against light and 
knowledge until truth loses its 
power to impress, our spiritual 
perceptions become dead, our 
character becomes fixed and 
final, and men become what Paul 
calls “past feeling.” 

Our second question is, 


Do People Commit This 
Sin Today? 

I earnestly wish I could say 
they did not, but alas there are 
thousands who have committed 
and are now committing this sin. 

There are men and women in 
this city who ten or twenty years 
ago were anxious about their 
soul’s salvation. They are not 
anxious now. They have very lit- 
tle interest in what I or any other 
preacher might say on that sub- 
ject. That time has passed. I do 
not believe many of them will 
ever awake from their sleep of 
death until the awful light of eter- 
nity bursts in upon their aston- 
ished vision. 

Let me repeat it—there are 
men and women marked out for 
Hell as surely as if they were 
already there. They may have 
twenty or thirty years to live, 
but their doom is sealed. They 
have passed the hidden boundary 
between God’s patience and His 
wrath, and it is impossible for 
them to renew themselves unto 
repentance. God has spoken and 
spoken, but His voice has been 
so long unheeded that now they 
cannot hear it for their ears are

a man alone, that man might as 
well brace himself against the 
terrors of the judgment day, 
against the anguish and remorse 
of a lost eternity, for though he 
might live fifty years, after that 
he is as surely doomed as though 
he had already entered the gates 
of darkness and of Hell.

The Unpardonable Sin

Let me repeat it— “My spir- 
§t shall not always strive with 
man.” God’s Spirit will strive up 
to a certain point. But one day, 
one fatal day, one tragic mo- 
ment, when a soul is saying, 


“Go Spirit, go thy way, 
Some more convenient day 
On thee I'll call” 


the Spirit of God will take that 
no for his final answer and will 
leave him; the Spirit will cease 
His striving, His pleading, His en- 
treaty; that man will be a sinner 
let alone: and when God decides 
to let a man alone there are not 
angels enough in Heaven or tears 
enough on earth to save him. A 
man is doomed when he has 
crossed that line. And listen— 
someone here may have crossed 
it! 

That brings me 
question:

How May we Know we Have 
Not Committed This Sin? 
When a man injures his arm 

or leg and the doctor finds there 
is no pain in the injured limb, 
no feeling whatever, the doctor 
then knows that the injury is 
serious. The absence of feeling de- 
notes the presence of death work- 
ing in that limb. How then do 
you feel, my friend unsaved, as 
vou listen to this tremendously- 
solemn message tonight? When 
Paul preached, Felix trembled. 
Do you? When Peter preached, 
men were pricked in their heart 
and cried out to be saved. Is 
that your response? Oh, if you 
have any desire to be saved; if 
you have any feeling of concern 
for your soul; if you feel some 
alarm over your lost condition, 
then in all likelihood you have 
not committed this sin. But if you 
can listen to such a message and 
not have the faintest stirring in 
your soul to get right with God, 
then I tell you in God’s name that 
if you have not yet committed 
the unpardonable sin, you are 
dangerously near to it! 


A fourth and final question re- 
mains. If you have not yet com- 
mitted this sin, 


How Do You Know You May 
Not Commit it Now? 


You say you still have some 
feeling of concern, some desire 
to be saved; you still feel the 
spirit of God striving within you. 
Then thank God for that desire. 
It shows that God has not left 
you. Cherish that desire, I beg of 
you. Water it with your tears, if 
you value your eternal salvation. 
But if you say no to God tonight, 
how do you know you will ever 
have another desire to say yes? 
How do you know God's Spirit 
will ever move you again? 


Let me speak to the young 


people before me. You are hear-| 


ing the Gospel of Christ tonight. 
You will either say yes or no to 
Him. You will either accept or re- 
ject Him. I want to show you 
that to.reject Christ in the days 
of youth is the most~ stupendous 
folly any young life can commit. 

Some statistics prove that the 
most frequent age for conversion 
is between 15 and 16 for boys and 
two years younger for girls. Aft- 
er that, chances begin to decline 
until 22 is reached. After that, 
the chance of being saved is very 
small, for over ninety per cent 
of the members of evangelical 
churches in this country were con- 


verted to God and united with | 


the church before they were 23, 
That is why Dr. J. Gibson Inks- 
ter of Toronto once said, “I have 
almost entirely given up working 
among the older people as far as 
conversion is concerned. Their 
character is fixed for time and 
eternity. If young people are not 
saved before they are twenty- 
five, the chances are they will 
never be converted.” 

Dr. French E. Oliver, speaking 
on this subject, said: 

“If you are twenty-five years 
of age and unconverted, the 
chances against you ever be- 
coming saved are as ten thou- 
sand to one. If you are thirty- 
five and _ unconverted, the 
chances of your ever becoming 
converted are as fifty thousand | 
to one. If you are forty-five | 


and unsaved, the figures leap 
to alarming proportions—two 
hundred thousand to one 
against you. If you are fifty- 
five and still out of the king- 
dom, the chances are as three 
thousand to one against you. 
At sixty-five you simply stand 
one chance in _ five-hundred 
thousand. At seventy-five you 
have one chance in_ seven 
hundred and fifty thousand.” 
Dr. Oliver concludes by saying: 
“T am not presuming that 
God will not have mercy on any, 
but the character is so abso- 
lutely fixed at that age that 
disease or sudden death sweep 
them into eternity before they 
will turn. I do not believe that 
one man in a million who 
reaches the age of eighty-five 
ever changes his mode of life 
either morally or spiritually.” 


These striking figures are con- 
firmed by my own experience as 
Pastor and evangelist over thirty 
years. I have held campaigns in 
Scotland, Canada, and these Unit- 
ed States. Several times I have 
seen aS many as two hundred pro- 
fess conversion in @ campaign. 
Yet of the thousands I have seen 
saved, I have known only one per- 
son who was over eighty, and only 
two or three over seventy. It is my 
experience that men and women 
over sixty who have lived their 
lives unsaved, with very few ex- 
ceptions, die as they have lived. 
They turned the direction of thcir 
will against Christ in their youth 
and the years have fixed their will 
in that direction. They live and die 
without concern, for when they 
could have been saved they let 
the momentous hour of decision go 
by. 

A Baptist minister visited a man 
in a Toronto hospital who was 
dying of cancer. He entered the 
sick-room with a smile and said 
cheerfully,” I just dropped in to 
have a little chat with you.” 

The dying man said, “All right, 
Mr. Brown, as long as you don’t 
talk religion.” 


Think of it! Soon to meet the 
Eternal God but with absolutely 
no concern. Standing in the hour 
of his greatest need here is a man 
utterly without spiritual desire. It 
is that state of the soul when the 
Spirit of God has left it. 

See, then, what it means for you 
young people, and even boys and 
girls, to say no to God: The first 
no sets the direction of your will 
against accepting Christ. The scc- 
ond no confirms ‘the first. Every 
refusal after that strengthens the 
habit of rejection, until with the 
passing of the years, age fossilizes 
theg habit into a character per- 
ntnently fixed in its attitude of 
unbelief. 

Scripture tells us of Esau, a 
man who despised his spiritual 
privilege, and “Afterward, when 
he would have inherited the bless- 
ing, he was rejected: for he found 
no place for repentance, though 
he sought it carefully with tears” 
(Heb. 12:17). I am convinced that 
these warning words have appli- 
cation to the sin we are consider- 
ing. They suggest the possibility 
of a repentance that may come 
too late. 

I went with another preacher 
to the bedside of a dying woman. 
She was the mother of a large 
family but she knew not Christ. 
My friend spoke to her while I 
knelt in a corner of the room and 
prayed for her salvation. I heard 
him tell her of the Saviour’s love 
and that He would save her if 
she would only come. The dying 
woman roused herself enough to 
say, “I want tto come, oh, I do 
want to come, but I can’t. There's 
something holding me _ back.” 
These were the last words I heard 
her speak. What was holding her 
back? Was it some crime she was 
unwilling to confess? No, I 
learned later that this woman, al- 
though unsaved, had attended the 
church in her town for years. She 
had heard sermon after sermon. 
preacher after preacher, but had 
gone from God’s house so often 
saying no, that now, when she 
wanted to say yes, she could not 
say it. When I read in Scripture 
the words, “No place for repent- 


ance,” I recall that death-bed 
scene, 

One day several tourists travel- 
ling in the Scottish Highlands 
were standing on a mountain ad- 


miring the valley beneath. As one 
of them with his field glasses sur- 
veyed the mountain across the 
valley, he thought he saw some- 
thing on the almost straight face 
of the cliff. He called the atten- 
tion of the guide to the living 
object and was told that it was 
very likely a sheep. The guide 
looked through tthe glasses and 
sure enough there was a sheep 
standing trapped on a narrow 
ledge on the sheer face of the cliff. 
The guide said, “Yes, it is a sheep: 
it has ventured too far down; it 
will never be able to get back. 
He went on to tell the group 
that in early spring the hungry 
sheep go wandering all over the 
mountain looking for spots where 
they may graze. They will see 
a ledge on the mountain side 
where there is a little grass grow- 
ing, so they step down to graze 
on that ledge. Then they may see 
another ledge beneath that, and 
again they will step down, each 
ledge taking them farther from 
the top. But sometimes the sheep 
will step down to a ledge too nar- 


ple are offered salvation but say | 
no to God; that is their first step 
down. Then comes another chance 
to be saved but some sinful plea- 
sure entices them, again they say 


no to God, and step down on a 
lower ledge farther away from 
salvation. Then follow more and 
continual temptations down into 
sin and away from God. Finally 
there comes a crisis of choice. 
They do not know it will be their 
last chance. If they say yes to 
God, they will be saved, they can 
return back. If they say no, and 
step down again, they will be on 
the bottom ledge from which they 
can never return. And from that 
last ledge, down into the bottom- 
less pit will go the soul that once 
could have been saved but one 
step down too many. 


Oh man, oh woman unsaved, 
you may be standing just above 
the last ledge at this moment. It 
is not too late to turn back. Your 
past sins may yet be forgiven. Say 
yes to God now and you will be 
saved. But hear me! If you say 
no, God may take that no for 


row for it to turn, and it finds | your final answer and forever 
it cannot go back. This ledge may | jeave you, and you will be on that 


be too far down for a man with a 
rope to risk his life recovering the 
sheep. 

“What will happen?” the tour- 
ists asked. “The eagles will get 
it,” said the guide. “If you were 
to wait you might see them. In- 
deed here they come up the val- 
ley.” And there in the distance 
were to be seen five great eagles 
flying in formation, one eagle in 
the lead. As they came up the val- 
ley they saw ‘the helpless animal 
trapped on the ledge. The leading 
eagle wheeled until it was directly 
over the sheep, and then fell like 
a stone upon its head. The stunned 
Sheep struggled and again the 
eagle rose, and as it fell a second 
time upon the doomed animal, the 
sheep tried to leap up tthe face 
of the cliff but fell backward off 
the ledge, down and down, and 
was dashed to death at the foot 
of the mountain hundreds of feet 
below. Then those five eagles 
swooped down on the dead sheep 
and began to devour’the carcass. 

Oh, what a picture of the des- 
cent of a soul into the place of 
the unpardonable sin! Young peo-

of God’s mercy. May God forbid, 
and from an earnest heart I pray, 
may God forbid. 


Do not, then, for your soul’s 
sake linger longer. On this flying 
hour eternity ‘hangs for 
Turn ye, turn ye, for why will 
you die? Say yes to Christ now, 
and though you may be but one 
step from the unpardonable sin, 
He will reach down and save you. 
Then you will never know the 
doom of those who said no to God 
once too often.
